Marshall, who arrived here yes- 


terday by plane from Washington, 
was described authoritatively 
as 


having an "open mind" on Ger- 
man peace treaty issues, ready to 
consider any ne*v proposals which 
may be put forward by Soviet 
Foreign ^Minister V. M. Molotov 
in the interest of progress on the 
German problem., 


Positions Unchanged 


Neither 
Soviet 
nor 
western 


issues as German reparations and 
government 
organization 
have 


changed since the Moscow confer- 
ence last spring and it was ap- 
parent that the meeting of British, 
French, Russian and United States 
diplomats would open in a state of 
deadlock with little hope for sub- 
stantial progress. 


In the case of Austria, only one 


outstanding issue remains to be 
settled — the long dispute be- 
tween the western powers and 
Russia over what constitutes Ger- 
man assets subject to seizure for 
reparations in Austria. 
Russia 


wants to claim virtually every- 
thing the Germans owned or ac- 
quired in'Austria. The other three 
powers would exempt all proper- 
ties which the Germans acquired 
by force after Anschluss. 


U.S. Opposes Red Seizures 


At the heart of this question is

heavy seizures of property as per- 
mitted under the Soviet proposal 
either would wreck Austria or 
turn control of its economy over 
to foreign hands.

McCallister and Fox disguised 


themselves as priests to gam the 
confidence of the mountain tribes- 
men. They found slavery a gener- 
al piactice, with Chinese seized m 
raids on lowland villages held to 
work while their masters fought 
with neighboring tribes. 


The two followed down one re- 


port of a "big-riosed" 
American 


captive to find instead that one 
Lolo tribe was holding a North 
China native whose size and fac- 
ial characteristics led to reports 
he was an American airman. 


Reports Traced Down 


Another report led to a former 


Chinese soldier who had gamed a 
reputation as a pilot "because he 
had once udden in an airplane". 


McCallister told the news con- 


ference at which the results of the 
search were disclosed that the Lo- 
los. instead of being _wild, semi- 
savage people as described in earl- 
ier reports, were kind and cooper- 
ative once their trust was obtain- 
ed. 


Early expeditions, a year ago, 


found the remains of four wartime 
airmen who had died in plane 
crashes.

More Oil for America 


The oil industry is to be com- 


mended for its efforts to 
hold 


down prices to the consumer in the 
face of extremely faharp rises in 
building and development costs. 


One problem with which the 


industry must deal in that funds 
set aside in the past to replace 
•wornout equipment are inadequate 
at today's material 
and 
labor 


prices. As an example one com- 
panv cites the cost of building a 
10,000-barrel-a-day refinery. Twen- 
ty years ago the cost would have 
•been. $500 for each barrel capacity. 
Today it is about $1500. And it 
is very probable that the peak of 
costs has not yet been reached. 


A similar situation exists in all 


phases of the industry's expansion 
and development program. 
The 


costs of finding and drilling wells 
have soared. So, to come down to 
the consumer end. have the costs 
of building and equipping service 
stations 
. In the light of this, the increases 
in the retail price of oil products 
have been moderate in the ex- 
treme. Generally, they have been 
substantially below the increases 
in all commodity costs. On top of 
that, there have been notable im- 
provements in quality. 


The price rises have brought into 


the market badly needed additional 
supplies of crude, and that is of 
great service to the country at a 
time when demand for oil is run- 
ning even Beyond the wartime 
peak. Oil's *place in American life 
becomes steadily more important, 
and the highly competitive in- 
dustry which, provides It Is doing 
& splendid job

Winter's Coal Outlook- 


s Current evidence indicates that 


there is little danger of a severe 
coal shortage this winter. ' There 
may M Jocaj,j»carcities of certain 
grades of coal, but the overall 
supply will, "in all probability, be 
adequate for our needs. 


Thin forecast, of course, Is pre- 


dicted on the assumption that coal 
production will continue at high 
levels, and there will be no in- 
creased drain on our output for 
export 'abroad. It seems certain 
that 1947 production will be about 
600,000,000 tons.

Basis From Porch Of Nachusa Hotel 


If one pases the Nachusa Hotel 


just b'efore noon or before 6:00 
o'clock in the evening', one hears 
tlie mellow, pleasant tones of H 
bell and if one looks up to the 
north corner of the porch there 
hangs a large bell In the graceful 
Iron mountings which aic much in 
harmony with' the settings of this 
venerable hostelry. - 


The hotel has acquired the old 


Grand Detour Ferry bell through 
the kindness of Robert Shaw.
